Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is noted that applicants amendments to claim 
9, while overcoming the 112, second rejection over "can" only, it does not distinguish the claim over the art. In a product claim in a 
Jepson format, method steps or intended use do not structurally distinguish the direct particulate label from that particulate label of the 
prior art. The rejections with regard to dependent claims 1 0 and 1 1 remain confusing because applicants appear to try to limit the 
preamble, which in a Jepson format is admitted prior art. Dependent claims should make it clear that the further limitations provided 
constitute that portion of the claimed combination that represents the new or improved portion. As such, these claims remain confusing 
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
